They 
do have a "research" person that can look it up, probably using a 
database similar to the 25-30 if all else fails. 


For those wanting new R-390A -35 manuals, ABEN has them, original 

1961 printings. That is what I scanned my pdf files from. Good quality 
stuff, unseen in current Army publications. They take all major credit 
cards as well. :-)

RACAL numbers are: 5899-580-1688, and the description is: "DRIVE UNIT 
TRANSMITTER". This unit has CW, LSB, USB, and DSB-with provision for MARK & 
SPACE input for FSK. It is VERY similar (possibly identical-I have not had 
a chance to place them side-by-side) in appearance to the RACAL RA-17... 
including the kHz frequency readout using the 6 foot long 35mm film dial! 
Same large knobs, pair of circular meters in the upper left and upper 
right, etc. The output is the MIL-standard 100mW. Frequency range is 
1.5-30MHz. The unit has all vacuum-state devices. It has no cables or 
connectors.

>If I absolutely had to have a small quantity, aircraft instruments from the 
>WWII era used radium paint. There might be a way to recover, regrind, and 
>reuse some paint from some of these guys. Many of these instruments are 
>marked with a radioactive decal. 

> 

>Pretty dangerous stuff, though. You can get cancer fooling around with 
>radium, even old paint. 

>

From what I have researched, just "having the materials around" is not 
hazardous, it's how they are used! 

Most radium paints are not harmful if painted objects are handled 
carefully. The hazard comes from dust and paint particles being either: 

1.) Injested into your GI system. 
2.) Inhaled into your lungs. 

There is a lot of "alpha" particle emission and "Beta" emission from 
this stuff. Some "Gamma" ray emission but this isn't the hazard. 

Normally "alpha" particles do not travel very far at all, and normally 
can't penetrate the skin. If ingested or inhaled were they have intimate 
contact with internal soft tissues, this is where possible trouble comes in. 
Somewhat the same situation for the "beta" component of the substance 
causing the emission. 

Aircraft instruments used a lot of this, old Chelsea Navy clocks, etc. 
Some of it will seem pretty "hot" with a Geiger-Meuller type counter 
especially with the Beta shield open! 

I'd advise anyone handling these sources to be careful and *NOTx 
to create dust or chips of the luminous paint. If you xmust* open an old 
aircraft instrument or R-390 meter or such, wear some kind of dust mask 
to keep from inhaling any dust that may come dislodged from inside. 

Some of it *may*x be dust from the paint itself. Also wash hands thoroughly 
after handling any parts that may have dust on them, in order to 
de-contaminate yourself. 

I hasten to add that I'm no "nuclear physicist"! The may be some 
chemists on the reflector who are familiar with handling radioactive materials 
who can give better advice. I'd consider what I've covered to be rather 
of a basic nature! I do know that radioactive materials can be safely 
handled if precautions are taken. Gasoline can be safe and useful 
or extremely hazardous depending on what we do with it and the way we 
handle it.

> exposure to direct sunlight-although I imagine strong room light might 
> suffice. It is called "Nite Bright Luminous Paint" and is available 

> from Small Parts, Inc. 


Ed sagely and correctly identified the paint used in most of the 
aircraft 


instruments since about 1939. None of my WWII aircraft instruments or 
control boxes register anything on the radiation monitor, and for good 
reason. If you have some of the Erection and Maintenance Manuals for 
the WWII aircraft, you'll notice they all have cockpit lights (certainly 
not the case for the ground pounder folks, who needed radium dials to 
see the markings at night in the jungle.) I can give anyone interested 
a rundown on the various types of cockpit lights, but they are usually 
identified as "fluorescent", when in fact the more accurate term is 
ultraviolet, or "black" light. With this available, the airborne 
community saeems to have leaned toward the luminous paint approach 
rather than the more expensive (and dangerous) radium paint, which I 
seem to recall has the same paint mechanism for producing the visible 
light...radium needs an assiciated secondary compound to emit photons of 
the visible light variety. For $25 bucks you can light up your military 
aircraft radio setup beautifully, using a black light sold for parties 
(don't buy the incandescent ones - they don't work worth a hoot.) 
Strangley enough, this doesn't include the venerable ART-13, which looks 
like it *xshould* glow but doesn't, and some other curious exceptions. 
The ARC-5 equipment like switches and knobs light up very nicely, but 
don't count on anything from the SCR-274N. Go figure.

This is the matching unit for the RACAL RA 17. To make the ISB/DSB bit work, 
you also need the ISB adapter, again a 19 in rack mount unit. You can get 
QRO bits for it as well, up to 1500 w I believe. 


ADVICE: If it ain't broke, don't even think of trying to fix it! The Master 
Oscillator is a sealed unit, not to be tampered with by the great unwashed 
masses. 


It's a superb unit, and is usually unconditionally stable once cooking. (I 
would be likely to believe the rigs frequency stability is as good as any 
made today, and lots better than most)

Last week I posted some BA's with a pointer to my web page for the info. I've 
been so wrapped up in this new technology I forgot that lots of people don't 
have access to the web so they couldn't see/read the descriptions. I'm 
reposting those items that aren't sold yet with the descriptions from the web. 


National NC-100ASD - $175 plus shipping (very heavy) 


This is an early 40's receiver using the catacomb method of bandswitching. 

It is fully operational and works well on all bands. It is not collector 
quality, the cabinet has been repainted, front panel is very nice wrinkle 
paint but there are some paint runs in the wrinkle finish on the sides. The 
data plate eustachions are nicely readable but up close you can see they are 
worn. BFO injection is strong up thru 10mc but gets weaker on the higher 
frequencies, although still usable for CW. This radio should need no work for 
a nice looking, functional installation as is. Airline dial, not PW. 


Hallicrafter SX-62A - $235 plus shipping (very heavy) 


Talk about the ultimate Hallicrafter general coverage parlor room radio. The 
SX-62A with it's individual bands that light up is fantastic. This is a 

REAL HEAVY RADIO that sounds GREAT. All bands working super. Radio is real 
clean with original knobs, but the case and eustacheon around the frequency 
dial has been repainted. The dial eustachion is light weight metal so has 

some dings in it. Nothing bad but not perfect. Looks very good and in original 
colour, but not the original paint. Terrific sound when hooked up to a nice 
big Jensen 12" speaker (sorry, I'm keeping the Jensen!). 


Hallicrafter SX-71 - $125 plus shipping 


Interesting general coverage receiver, has GC band readout on the left and 
ham band coverage bandspread on the right, covers BC thru 35mc and 46 to 56mc 
for 6 meters. Complete and functioning, all original knobs, but case 

has been repainted, except for the front panel itself, which is original. 
Relativley clean with the typical light chassis grunge (grease?/oil?/dust). 
Works on all bands but is somewhat noisy, lots of crackles when switching 
bands, this will probably need some recapping along the way. No PS audio hum, 


just noise on signals. I haven't gone after the switches with De-Oxit, 

that may go a long way towards reducing that noise. The S-meter is working 
fine, I've seen several of these with bad S-meters. This radio can be set up 
and used as is, but it wouldn't mind a little attention. Some wear around the 
knobs but not down to metal or anything drastic.

You are right...7 was used as a prefix for 6.3 volt loctal tubes 
(introduced by Sylvania in 1938; they are common in Zenith and Philco 
radios among others such as RME). 12.6 volt loctal tubes use the 14 
prefix. In the 1.4 volt loctal series the letter L was used after 

the "1" to indicate a loctal tube ie 1LC6. 


Before they were registered with the RMA some loctal tubes used a 
XX prefix ie XXL=7A4 (I think)

The '12 was an 'O01A on steroids intended for the last stage in an 
'Q1A battery reciever using a "loud speaking apparatus". It allowed 
voltages higher than the usual 90 volts on the final stage if 
negative bias was applied, providing greater sound volume. 

The '71A was a low gain higher voltage output triode extensively used 
in the earliest American AC sets using the first RCA tubeset ('26, 
'27, '71A, '80) for AC recievers. As both of these are in demand for 
restoration and in somewhat short supply as well as low power at 
best, better BA homebrew choices are available from that era , such 
as speciality (military) tubes that were warehoused in quantity but 
little used. 


I recall something about the '47 high gain tetrode being a near 

ideal xtal oscillator. This might be a good candidate for BA vintage 
homebrew also. It does have a nonlinear kink in it's curve however 
(the "KT" on some British tubes is " Kinkless Tetrode"), making it a 
less than ideal AF amp (it sounded lousy!), thus ending it's career 
rather soon after its intro. Most designers soon abandoned it for the 
much better sounding class "A" P/P triode '45s driven by a '27 thru a 


P/P input xformer to make up the gain loss. The perfected types 41 & 42 
(later rebased as 6K6 & 6F6) subsequently became the standard output 
pentodes, followed by the 6L6 & 6V6 beam amp tubes, and we all know 

how good all these can sound!

Just finished (I think) an NC-183D over the weekend. Replaced all paper 
and filter caps and suspicious resistors. Not a bad job, plenty of room 
and they had started using some ceramics for bypass by then. When done, it 
had exquisite sensitivity and was pretty selective. The crystal filter 
worked well and WWV was dead bang where it should be on the dial, so I did 
not re-align. 


That being said, I'm not very happy with the set. It sounds pretty bad. 
Not distortion, just total lack of high frequencies. I can get highs 
through the amp either via the phono jack or by de-tuning powerful 
stations, but when tuning is centered, it sounds downright muffled. 


The book shows that the wide-open filter is something like 3 kHz on a side 
(6 kHz total) at 20 db down, which would pass only 3 kHz of AM at best. I 
guess that's the price that one pays for selectivity (which _is_ pretty 
good).... Anyone else find this to be true for the NC183D? Am I missing 
something here?
